MP calls for ambulance 
to improve or face axe

A COUNTY MP is calling for East Midlands 
Ambulance Service to be broken up if its 
response times do not improve in the next six 
months. 

Peter Bone, the Conservative backbencher 
for Wellingborough & Rushden, is prepared to 
give EMAS time to get its house in order but if 
it does not he will be calling for change. 

EMAS has launched its Being the Best 
programme which will develop plans to create 


nine hubs and 108 community ambulance 
stations across the East Midlands which 
includes 19 services in Northamptonshire. 

The board believes the model, together with 
the other changes included in the initiative, 
and further investment, will improve response 
times to emergency calls and boost the 
working lives of frontline staff. 

The changes will be implemented in the next 
12 months. 

Mr Bone said: “At the moment EMAS is 
failing in its response times and it needs to 
improve. It is not the 999 responses which are 


poor it is the secondary responses. These 
would include an old lady who has fallen 
getting out of the bath and hurt herself or 
someone who has broken their leg while 
playing football. It is not good enough for the 
ambulance to be late. 

“I recently had a meeting with the chief 
executive and chairman of EMAS to discuss 
these issues. 

“Maybe we should go back to what we had 
before with the Two Shires ambulance service 
or even have a county service.” 

Mr Bone agreed EMAS should be given time 


to get its plans in action but these should be 
monitored in six months to see if things have 
improved. 

A spokeswoman for EMAS said: “Our plans 
for Northamptonshire will improve response 
times. 

“Similar plans have worked very well for 
rural areas in other areas of the country. 

“Our Being the Best plans aim to improve 
the speed at which we respond, improve 
patient care and the working life of our staff.”

Uncertain future for town’s water feature 


A COUNCIL hopes to find a solution 
‘soon’ for an out of action fountain in 
Northampton town centre. 

Last summer, Northampton Borough 
Council turned off the water feature in 
the Market Square after legionella 
bacteria was discovered. 

Leader of the council, David 
Mackintosh, expressed his ‘anger’ at 
not being told about the discovery of 
‘higher than normal’ levels of legionel¬ 
la and low levels of E.coli when it was 
first found. 


The Herald & Post revealed how the 
council took five days to tell the public 
about the results. 

An internal and external investiga¬ 
tion were started to find out what hap¬ 
pened and what changes may need to 
be made. 

The water feature, which is normally 
turned off in the winter anyway, has 
now been off for almost eight months, 
and would normally be due to come 
back on again for the summer months. 

Cllr Mackintosh said yesterday: “The 


fountain is an attractive feature of the 
town centre and we would like to turn 
it back on as soon as possible. 

“Before that can happen, we need to 
be sure that the risk of low level 
contamination to the water is as 
controlled as possible and has been 
achieved in the most cost-effective 
way. 

“We are still working with experts to 
find an affordable way to ensure the 
fountain’s long-term operation and we 
hope to reach a solution soon.” 


‘Social workers tore my 
family apart’, father claims

A FATHER has claimed 
social workers for the county 
council have ‘torn his family 
apart'. 

The dad, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, 
was speaking to the Herald & 
Post after a report highlight¬ 
ed ‘weaknesses’ in the coun¬ 
ty’s child protection. 

He said his family’s ‘tor¬ 
ment’ began after police 
raided his home after his 
then 15-year-old son told a 
chatroom user in America 
that he was planning a ‘mas¬ 
sacre’ at his Northampton¬ 
shire school. 

The FBI had alerted the 


Metropolitan Police and 
Northamptonshire Police 
discovered explosive sub¬ 
stances, 20 terrorism manu¬ 
als and prohibited images of 
children. 

The father claims 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s social services 
became involved with the 
family shortly after. 

He said: “Personally, I don’t 
think my son was ever going 
to carry out what he said, I 
think it was all part of his 
fantasy world. 

“I don’t understand why the 
social services, who came to 
see us after what happened 
with our son, chose to focus 
their attention on our unborn 
child. 


“We don’t drink or smoke or 
do drugs, we have never 
abused our kids. What possi¬ 
ble reason could they have?” 

He claims he and his wife 
became so worried about 
what was going to happen to 
their new baby that they went 
to Ireland to have him, where 
he was taken away from them 
shortly after the birth. 

His wife has moved to 
Ireland to be close to the 
child and their 18-year-old 
daughter has moved in with 
her grandparents. 

His teenage son, now 16, 
was made the subject of a 
hospital order after pleading 
guilty to three offences, one 
under the Terrorism Act, at 
Birmingham Youth Court 


last month. The dad added: 
“They said we had neglected 
the unborn baby as we 
missed a scan when we left 
the country. 

“We are now five people 
living all over the place. 

“We have been torn apart 
after the social services 
became involved with my 
family. 

“We have lost our house 
because we had to rent a 
place in Ireland.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “We are unable 
to comment on any individu¬ 
al child protection cases. 

“However protecting vul¬ 
nerable children from harm 
is one of the most important

This is no yolk - Hen 
lays UK’s ‘smallest egg’

A COUPLE had a cracking 
Easter after they found what 
could be the smallest 
chicken egg ever recorded in 
the UK. 

Ian Hewitt discovered the 
tiny deposit on Good Friday 
morning - and says he nearly 
missed it from the clutch as it 
was so small. 

He and his partner Julie Lee 
have had chickens at their 
home in East Street, Long 
Buckby, for about a year, but 
they have never had one lay 
such a small egg before. 

It measures at 2.6cm and is 
slightly bigger than a lp piece. 

It was laid by a Rhode Island 
Red breed of chicken. 

Mr Hewitt said: “I went out 
to get them and picked up the 
five normal ones and then 
just noticed this one lying 
there, I nearly missed it. 

“I don’t know what I am 
going to do with it, there’s not 
going to be much inside. 

“I did a bit of a research and 
I think there has been one 
found in America that is just 
2.1cm but as far as I can tell I 


have the smallest one that has 
ever been recorded in the UK. 

“The chicken who laid it is 
quite old so I don’t know if it 
is because of that. She nor¬ 
mally lays really big ones!” 

The Manchester Evening 
News reported in January 
that a man from Stockport 
had found an egg in his 


chicken coop which was 
2.7cm long. 

A spokeswoman for 
Guinness World Records said 
that the authority does not 
monitor a category for 
‘Smallest Chicken Egg’, only 
for a ‘bird egg’, and does not 
hold information regarding 
the UK only. She added: “The 


smallest egg laid by any bird 
is that of the vervain hum¬ 
mingbird (Mellisuga mini¬ 
ma) of Jamaica and two near¬ 
by islets. 

“Two specimens measuring 
less than 10 mm (0.39 in) in 
length weighed 0.365 g 
(0.0128 oz) and 0.375 g (0.0132 
oz).”

UNUSED prescriptions 
cost the county’s 
healthcare system £4.6 
million each year. 

According to NHS 
Nene Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG) people across 
the county are ‘stock¬ 
piling’ repeat prescrip¬ 
tions. 

The group says that 
this money could be 
used to pay for breast 
cancer drug treat¬ 
ments for 304 women, 
cataract operations for 


4,780 people and 600 
life-saving heart oper¬ 
ations. 

Today sees the 
launch of the 
Northamptonshire 
Medicines Waste 
campaign with 
surprise-filled out¬ 
reach events in Corby, 
Wellingborough, 
Daventry and 
Northampton spread 
across the day to draw 
dramatic attention to 
the issue. 

Sue Smith, head of 


prescribing and medi¬ 
cines management, 
said: “Medicines wast¬ 
age is a serious prob¬ 
lem for the NHS. 

“Some patients or 
carers with repeat pre¬ 
scriptions order more 
medication than they 
really need and stock¬ 
pile them at home. 
People often continue 
to order medicines 
they are no longer tak¬ 
ing and do not need. 

“All of this wastes 
millions of pounds. 


“But that cost can be 
counted in human 
terms too, given the 
healthcare that this 
money could have 
been spent on, but also 
the health benefits 
that people may not be 
getting because they 
are not taking their 
medicines as intended. 

“So think carefully 
before ticking all the 
boxes on your repeat 
prescription request 
form and only tick 
those you really need.”

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Police forces shut 
down illegal rave

MORE than 2,000 people 
attended a rave over the Easter 
weekend - which was shut down 
by the police. 

The illegal gathering, in the 
woods at Yardley Chase, between 
Yardley Hastings and Olney, 
began at around 11pm on 
Saturday and was stopped by the 
police on Sunday. 

Northamptonshire Police 
worked with neighbouring 
Thames Valley Police (TVP) to 
make arrests. Northamptonshire 
Police arrested nine people and 
recovered thousands of pounds 
worth of music equipment. 

TVP arrested three people, two 
men aged 20 and 21 and a 
21-year-old woman, on suspicion 
of conspiracy to cause a public 
nuisance and a van full of sound 
equipment was seized. 

All three have been released on 
bail until May 14. 

It is believed more than 2,000 
people attended the rural rave. 

Supt Barry Halliday, Area 
Commander for Milton Keynes, 


said: “As a Force we have a robust 
response to illegal music gather¬ 
ings. 

“This weekend was an excel¬ 
lent example of cross border 
working and how we work with 
our partners to prevent such 
gatherings taking place, and 
when they do, take swift action 
to close them down. 


“We understand the concern 
and disruption these illegal 
events can have on the local and 
rural community and I want to 
reassure people that we will 
always take robust action. 

“Our swift action this weekend 
has ensured the impact on the 
rural community was relatively 
low.”

Each time their cars 
were parked outside their 
house in Gladstone Road, 
Northampton, and each 
time they have been writ¬ 
ten off after another 
vehicle hit them. 

The first collision 
happened about a year 
ago when their Rover was 
hit from behind and was 
deemed a write off. 

The latest incident 
occurred on March 22 
when their Nova was hit 
while it was parked and 


also written off. The 
motors were owned by 
Stephen Hudson, 62 and 
wife Annette, 61. 

Mrs Hudson said: “This 
has left me angry as we 
have had two cars which 
have been written off. 

“In this latest incident a 
car hit a parked car which 
hit ours and then it 
turned over on its roof. 

“The people in the car 
got out and then ran 
away. 

“This road is like a race 
track as cars are coming 
down it at 40mph or 
50mph. 

“This is not even a 
straight road and the cars 
have to go across the road 
into parking spaces to 
pass. 


“Gladstone Road is a 
busy road and it is not just 
cars which go up it but 
also vans, lorries and 
coaches. 

“What we would like is 
to get help to get the wall 
knocked down and the 
hedge removed so it 
would allow us to park 
our car off the road.” 

A spokesman for the 
county council said: “A 
number of improvements 
have taken place in 
Gladstone Road over the 
past two years as part of a 
wider project to 
introduce a more 
sustainable transport 
link into town as well as 
improve road safety, in 
particular reducing 
vehicle speeds.”

SILVERTSONE is having a 
facelift to get ready in time for 
the British Grand Prix in June. 

Last year proved a headache 
for the race organisers when car 
parking and camping areas 
became saturated due to heavy 
rain. 

As a result, vehicles became 
stuck in the mud and had to be 
pulled out by tractors or fellow 
Grand Prix enthusiasts. 

The bad weather forced car 
parks to close to avoid further 
difficulty. 

To stop this happening again, 
in case we suffer another wet 
summer, the circuit is spending 
£500,000 on a key areas. This 
includes: 

■ Additional drainage being 
excavated over an area covering 
140 acres across 11 grassed car 
parks 

■ 2,000m of spine drains, with 
perforated carrier pipe, laid to 
aid the discharge of surface 
water in car parks 

■ Re-shaping of 3,000m of 
ditches to increase flow rates 

■ More than 3.7km of mesh 
grass protector being laid across 
five acres of the Silverstone 
Woodlands campsite to make it 
more robust 

■ Over 5km of new drainage 
pipes laid in the Silverstone 
Woodlands campsite 



Head of communications at 
Silverstone Circuit, Katie Tyler, 
said: “Last year we had a prob¬ 
lem as the ground was sodden 
which meant we had a problem 
with the car parks. 

“We rely on a lot of fields for 
parking and camping. 

“Because these were so wet 
last year we could not use them 
until the Saturday. 

“This year we cannot let it 
happen again and even now are 
having to work with the weather 


and having to stop and start 
“We will need to leave the 
ground for at least a month so 
the ground can settle. 

“We spend a lot of time 
debriefing our staff and those 
from emergency services like 
the police and fire.” 

Richard Phillips, managing 
director of Silverstone Circuits 
Limited, added: “Last year’s 
British Grand Prix attracted 
297,000 over all three days, 
despite the extreme weather

Praise for new PCC 

I HAVE very low expectations of 
our police and legal system, 
having been the victim of a 
number of crimes where no 
perpetrator was ever convicted. 

These include burglary, arson, 
shoplifting and physical assault 
on my son. 

The news that we were to have 
a Police and Crime 
Commissioner did not raise my 
expectations, and as the 
position appeared to be strongly 
party politically based I 
registered a spoiled vote in the 
ballot. 

However, after his election, I 
went to hear Adam Simmonds 
(pictured right ) speak and found 
myself unexpectedly impressed. 

I spoke to him after the 
meeting and subsequently was 
invited to a dialogue with one of 
his staff at Wootton Hall. 

On hearing of some of his 
proposals and of his willingness 
to be involved with members of 
the community to achieve 
them, I came away persuaded 
that he was going to make a 
genuine attempt at improving 
the situation in 
Northamptonshire. 

I do not know whether his 
appointed deputies will be 
suitable or whether their high 
wages will be justified, but I find 
myself in the surprising position 
of wanting to defend him. 

Let’s reserve judgement and 
see what happens. 

The fact that he has an estab¬ 
lished a working relationship 
with his staff, may possibly 



make him more effective in 
achieving his aims. 

Let us at least give him the 
chance to prove that.

NEW CAR REVIEW 

Vauxhall ADAM 

WOULD YOU ADAM & EVE IT? 


By Andy Enright 


The ADAM punts Vauxhall straight into the style-led city car sector. It's striking 
to look at, both inside and out and includes some 
features yet to be seen in this segment. The big 
question will be whether urban hipsters will 
get past this most blue-collar of badges. 

This is a car that's going to sell largely on 
whether the styling chimes with new car 
buyers and Vauxhall certainly can't be 
accused of going at it half-cocked. 

There's a lot going on, the design 
work attributed to Brit, Mark Adams' 
team in Europe. The ADAM 
incorporates a 'floating' roof which is 
visually disconnected from the body, 
which works particularly well with two- 
tone colour schemes. It looks like no 

other Vauxhall but still incorporates a bunch of existing styling 
cues, such as the Astra's wing-shaped chrome grille bar and the 
blade shape in the lower doors. Like MINI, Vauxhall is looking to appeal to the 
customer's sense of individuality in the sheer amount of colour combinations 


and materials. Wheels range from 16 inches in size for entry-level cars and 
there are 17 and 18-inch options further up the range, with a lowered sports 
chassis part of the deal. 


Unlike many cars which offer striking exterior designs but an interior that 
betrays a sudden curtailment of development budget, the cabin of the ADAM 
is, if anything, even bolder than the exterior. There's extensive use of body- 
coloured trim inserts, not only on the dashboard but also reaching along the 
centre console and onto the steering wheel aimed at giving the interior a real 
riotous personality. A seven-inch touch screen interface is the big point of 
interest from a technological perspective. It's both iPhone and Android 
compatible, and can access internet-downloaded apps in the same manner as 
the latest Renault Clio and Peugeot 208. Where specified, the 

navigation and infotainment controls are all marshalled by the 
touch screen. There's even a choice of headlining, including 
an LED-lit starlight roof trim. 

'ou can get past the rather unusual 
naming culture, it's easy to see why 
Vauxhall are so bullish about the 
ADAM range. It cherrypicks from 
some tried and tested chassis and 
engine technology and builds on that 
with extrovert styling and promises 
decent build quality. The interior 
moves the citycar game on in several 
key regards, including the option of a 
wonderful starlight roof and the 
intelligence of its iPhone and Android- 
compatible touchscreen infotainment system. 


It all adds up to a very interesting choice if you're looking for a style-conscious 
little runabout.

Daggett hoping to 
continue progress

LEE Daggett has settled into his 
role as first change seam bowler 
and hopes to continue the pro¬ 
gress he has made with 
Northamptonshire in recent sea¬ 
sons after establishing himself in 
the side. 

The 30-year-old is entering his 
fifth season at the County Ground, 
but it is only in the last three he has 
come to the fore as one of the 
team’s most consistent bowlers 
after featuring mainly as a one-day 
player. 

Daggett, pictured, took 30 LV= 
County Championship wickets in 
2010, following that up with a 
career-best 46 in 2011. 

Although he dropped to 27 vic¬ 
tims last year, he was still 
Northants’ second-highest wicket 
taker as they finished second-bot¬ 
tom in the competition. 

“Two years ago was the first time 
I really felt I had a role to play and 
knew what that role was,” said 
Daggett. “I settled into that first 
change, trying to keep it a little bit 
tighter. 

“I wasn’t the strike bowler and I 
accepted that because when you’re 
young it’s very easy to think you 
can open the bowling. 

“I can do it, but there are other 
people who are better suited to it at 
the club and I’ve moulded into this 
first change bowler who will take 
the bulk of the overs. 

“I’ve enjoyed having a role and 
knowing where my place in the 
team is, and when that happens I 
think you see development 
because people learn more about 
the little finer details. 


“I focus a lot on trying to bowl for 
the other guys, so if I bowl a seven 
or eight over spell I try to keep it 
relatively tight.” 

Daggett is determined to ensure 
he does not suffer another drop-off 
towards the end of the campaign 
as he did last year and has worked 
hard over the winter to correct 
some technical issues to ensure he 
maintains high levels of perfor¬ 
mance. 

He is also aware of the increased 
competition in the Northants pace 
attack following the signings of 
Australia international Trent 
Copeland and Mohammad 
Azharullah, but is enjoying the 
battle for a place in the side. 

With Jack Brooks departing for 
Yorkshire and Chaminda Vaas 
being released at the end of last 
season, it was an area Northants 
needed to strengthen in. 

The new duo should be available 
for next Wednesday’s season open¬ 
er away to Glamorgan, and Daggett 
is excited by what they can bring to 
the team. 

“I believe Trent is a brilliantly 
accurate bowler and is going to 
bring something different to our 
attack, so it will be great to have 
him,” said Daggett. 

“Mohammed Azharullah has 
impressed in the indoor school, he 
has got a bit of pace, can swing the 
ball and he has been there. 

“He is ready to play first class 
cricket, so we have strike bowler 
options whereas in the past we 
have been reliant on people like 
Jack, and when he was injured we 
looked quite ordinary. 

“We had guys who could keep it 
tight, bowl overs and could do a 
job, but not necessarily strike fear 
into people and actually bring 
something different to the attack.” 



Spriegel hopes to sow seeds for success 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE new boy Matthew 
Spriegel has warned there is still a lot of hard 
work to be done before the side can start com¬ 
peting for top honours. 

The all-rounder moved to the County 
Ground from Surrey over the winter, leaving 
the club that at one time were dubbed ‘The 
Manchester United of Cricket’ due to their 
stellar record. 

Spriegel was part of the team which won the 
Clydesdale Bank 40 final at Lord’s in 2011 and 
hopes to help bring the same culture of suc¬ 
cess to Northants. However, he knows it will 
not happen overnight. 

“That was one of the best days of my life and 
the best day of my cricketing career,” said 
Spriegel, reflecting on the five wicket win over 
Somerset. 

“But that didn’t come through one or two 
days, it came as a process of two or three years 
of everybody working together and it was the 


culmination of several years’ hard work. 

“It didn’t happen overnight and turning a 
club’s fortunes around isn’t going to. It’s just 
trying to build a foundation we can work on 
the next few years, not trying just for success 
this year but long-term success.” 

Although Northants have struggled in both 
the 40 over and Friends Life t20 competitions 
in recent seasons, as well as finishing second- 
bottom in County Championship Division Two 
in 2012, Spriegel leapt at the chance to join. 

The left handed batsman and off-break bowl¬ 
er is keen to establish himself in the four day 
game, having played just 35 first class fixtures 
since making his debut in 2008, but admitted 
it was a wrench to leave The Oval. 

“I’ve played for Surrey since I was nine, so 
the emotional ties there were huge and a lot of 
my best friends are either in the changing 
room or were at the club,” said Spriegel. 

“I was getting a bit frustrated with the lack of 


opportunity to play four-day cricket and for 
the good of my career I had to make that diffi¬ 
cult decision to leave Surrey. But also I was 
very excited to come to Northampton.” 

Spriegel is also keen to contribute for the 
Steelbacks as one of their senior limited overs 
players, having been pegged as something as a 
one-day specialist while at Surrey. 

He is excited by the potential of Northants 
youngsters like England Under-19 duo Oily 
Stone and Ben Duckett, and hopes his experi¬ 
ence can benefit them. 

“I feel I’m quite an old head on young shoul¬ 
ders, but I’m 26 and that’s when cricketers 
start to hit their prime,” said Spriegel. “One 
day cricket, I feel I know my game inside out, 
what I can do and what my limitations are, 
and in four day cricket I’m still learning. 

“But I feel I’ve learnt a lot from the positive 
part I’ve played in one day cricket and hope¬ 
fully can bring that into the four day game.” 
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Tozer aiming to 
avenge Cup loss

BEN Tozer has his sights set on mak¬ 
ing up for Northampton Town’s FA 
Cup defeat to Bradford City when they 
head to Valley Parade on Saturday 
looking to further cement their place 
in the League Two automatic promo¬ 
tion places. 

It will be the fourth time the Cobblers 
have faced Phil Parkinson’s men this 
season, having lost 1-0 at Sixfields in 
October before meeting in the first 
round of the Cup. 

That tie went to a replay after a 1-1 
draw, with Bradford prevailing 4-2 on 
penalties after grabbing the latest of 
late equalisers at the end of extra time. 
Utility man Tozer is keen to avenge the 
loss. 

“I don’t think we deserved to lose 
that,” said Tozer. “They equalised in 
the 120th minute, so that was a kick in 
the teeth. Then again, it could have 
been a blessing in disguise because it’s 
one less game we have played. 

“I know it’s disappointing because 
everyone wants a cup run, but you save 
the legs for the season and see how 
many games they have played in a 
short amount of time.” 

Despite the 1-0 defeat at fellow pro¬ 
motion hopefuls Cheltenham Town on 
Easter Monday, Northampton stayed 
third in the standings on goal differ¬ 
ence thanks to results elsewhere going 
their way. 

Manager Aidy Boothroyd conceded 
afterwards it would be a disappoint¬ 
ment for his side to have to go through 
the play-offs rather than achieve auto¬ 
matic promotion and that is a view 
shared by Joe Widdowson. 

“I suppose it would because we’ve got 
ourselves into the automatic places 
and it’s in our hands so we’re control¬ 
ling our own destiny,” said Widdowson. 

“If we have to go through the play¬ 


offs then so be it; no-one is afraid of 
that. It’s three pressure games and 
we’re prepared for that, but everyone is 
trying to get into those top three plac¬ 
es. 

“It’s three games less, the play-offs 
are a bit of a lottery and it’s in our 
hands so we want to make sure it stays 
that way and we do the job in the 
league games that are remaining. 

“Obviously it’s a nice occasion to play 
at Wembley, but I want to go up the 
fastest and quickest way possible, and 
that means without the play-offs.” 

Bradford are still in with a slim 
chance of sneaking into the play-offs, 
having at one time looked as if they 
were near-certainties to be in the pro¬ 
motion picture come the end of the 
season. 

That was before their Capital One 
Cup exploits which saw them reach the 
final before losing 5-0 to Premier 
League side Swansea City. The 
Bantams were also left with a backlog 
of league fixtures. 

As a result, they have already played 
55 games this season and Tozer 
believes that has cost them the chance 
of promotion. He also hopes 
Northampton can take advantage of 
being slightly fresher from playing 
fewer games. 

However, he is wary of taking their 
opponents lightly, especially given 
Town’s notoriously patchy away form 
and with so much still to play for as 
they head into the final five games of 
the season. 

“We’ve got to go to Bradford on 
Saturday and get a result,” said Tozer. 
“Our away form has not been the best, 
but I think we’ve played a lot better in 
the last few away games. 

“They’ve played a lot of games this 
season, so hopefully we can go there 
and get the result that we want. We’ve 
seen them in the cup this year and we 
know what they are capable of. You 
can’t expect to just go there and win, 
and them to put their hands down.”

Lane inspired by ‘Beckham of Boxing’ Jonjo after title fight loss 


BOXING 


ASH Lane is taking inspiration from 
retired boxer Jonjo Finnegan as he 
bids to bounce back from being 
forced to quit on his stool at the end 
of the ninth round of his British 
Masters super bantamweight title 
fight in Barnsley last Friday. 

Finnegan had to give up the sport 
last year after suffering a brutal 
knock-out against Ryan Clark which 
left him needing life-saving surgery 
to remove a piece of his skull before 
being put into a coma for two-and- 
a-half weeks. 

The 32-year-old is now on the long 
road to recovery and spent time 
speaking with Lane before his bout 
against Josh Wale at the 
Metrodome, leaving the 


Northampton man somewhat in awe. 

“Me and Jonjo had met a couple of 
times before when he was still box¬ 
ing, but we hadn’t really spoken to 
each other,” said Lane. “It was a bit 
surreal him being there in the 
changing room speaking to me. 

“To me, he is to boxing what David 
Beckham is to football. He’s a hero 
for all of us because of everything 
he has been through and what he 
had to say was great for me. 

“He was watching me on the pads 
while I was warming up and said I 
looked sharp, and I wanted to win it 
for him as well because he wanted 
me to win.” 

Lane was actually winning by a 
round on referee Mark Lyson’s 
scorecard heading into the ninth of 
a scheduled ten, but was sent to the 
canvas twice by a series of vicious 


body shots from Wale which left him 
with cracked ribs. 

It was a huge disappointment for 
the former Far Cotton Boys amateur, 
who had barely slept the night 
before after laying awake thinking 
about being crowned British Masters 
champion. 

Finnegan’s words of wisdom, plus 
a motivational phone call from 
Lane’s father Terry, have helped him 
put things in perspective after the 
loss to Wale, who had 20 fights 
under his belt and most recently 
fought for the British Commonwealth 
title. 

Despite the defeat, Lane believes 
he confounded the expectations of 
those who expected Wale to have an 
easy night’s work and is in little 
doubt he has shown he is much bet¬ 
ter than his 3-3-2 record suggests. 


“A lot of people in boxing said he 
was going to blow me away in three 
rounds, that it was an easy fight for 
him to come back to and that I 
wouldn’t stand a chance,” said 
Lane. 

“But I took him nine rounds, 
pushed him all the way and showed 
my record isn’t a true indicator of 
my ability. I’ve spoken to a lot of 
people and they’ve all said the only 
thing that beat me was his experi¬ 
ence. 

“He’s ranked sixth in the country 
now and I’ve shown I’m at least in 
the top ten. There are going to be 
more nights like this with me fight¬ 
ing for English, British and 
Commonwealth titles.” 

Rather than taking some time off, 
Lane is already back training at his 
gym in Wednesbury. 


Safety first

KYREN Wilson admitted he needs to 
improve his safety game ahead of his 
return to the World Snooker Main Tour 
next season after bowing out of last 
weekend’s Paul Hunter Open in the quar¬ 
ter finals. 

The 21-year-old, who practises at 
Northampton’s Barratts club, lost 5-2 to 
eventual tournament winner Stuart 
Carrington despite making the highest 
breaks of 107 and 54 during the match. 

Carrington benefitted from a fluke on the 
last red which saw it rebound off several 
pockets to go 3-1 up in a close fourth 
frame before clearing up, but Wilson 
accepted he had areas to improve on. 

“He got a fluke on the last red in a nip- 
and-tuck frame, and the different between 
3-1 and 2-2 is massive,” said Wilson. “I’m 
not making excuses though; I know why I 
lost. 

“Tactically, he out-played me and I didn’t 
really get my safety game going. It’s 
something I need to go away and practise 
before returning to the Main Tour.” 

Wilson still took solace from his perfor¬ 
mances, particularly after beating Main 
Tour professional David Grace 5-4 in the 
last 16 and winning the deciding frame 
without his opponent scoring a point. 

He is now targeting success in the final 
English Ranking Series Event on April 13 
and 14, as well as the English Amateur 
Championship at the end of the month 
before joining the world’s best players for 
the 2013/14 season. 

“It’s all about building confidence 
between now and then,” said Wilson.

DAVID Ripley wants 
Northamptonshire to follow the 
blueprint of last year’s LV= County 
Championship Division Two 
champions Derbyshire as they 
prepare for the opening game of 
the season on Wednesday. 

Karl Krikken’s men defied the 
critics and earned their first pro¬ 
motion to Division One since the 
County Championship split into 
two divisions 13 years ago, pipping 
Yorkshire to the title by virtue of 
having won more games. 

Head coach Ripley is embarking 
on his first full campaign in charge 
of Northants and despite finishing 
second-bottom in 2012 he believes 
there is no reason why they cannot 
also claw their way out of Division 
Two this year.

It has been a winter of change at 
Wantage Road.

Saints are more 
than ‘best of the 
rest’ says Van Velze 
after Leicester loss 

GJ Van Velze insists Northampton 
Saints are capable of competing with 
the top three in the Aviva 
Premiership after Saturday’s hum¬ 
bling 36-8 home defeat against 
Leicester Tigers. 

The loss in the East Midlands Derby 
means the fourth placed Saints have 
yet to beat any of the sides above 
them this season, and they still have 
to travel to defending champions 
Harlequins on the final day of the 
campaign.

The Saints have a blank weekend 
due to being eliminated from Europe 
before hosting strugglers Sale Sharks 
a week on Saturday, and are still on 
course for a place in the Premiership 
semi-finals heading into the final 
three games of the regular season. 

“There is no need to push any panic 
buttons,” Van Velze said. “We’ve been 
in worse positions earlier in the sea¬ 
son and we came back fighting. This 
is another wake-up call, it’s tough 
and we’ve got to take it on the chin 
and move on. 

“We’re very disappointed in what 
happened because we came in with 
high hopes, but it’s rugby, it happens 
and it was just one of those days.”
